*note: if you have IS195, it should count toward IS100 & 
IS200. 

**1S200 & 800 are currently for Supervisor positions. 
However, it is suggested that you take all 5 classes as the 
state is talking about requiring all 5 of them in the fall.

http://training.fema.gov/EM|IWeb/IS/crslist.asp . 

You can take them yourself or you can take advantage of 
our ‘in house’ training. These requirements are to be com- 
pleted by the end of 2006 if we are to be in compliance.
